Two Bodies Found In a Pool of Blood at 


St. Louis.

ST. Louis, Mo., Sept, 26.—At daylight 


this morning workmen found the dead 
bodias of a young man and young woman 
lying in a pool of blood near the eastern 
entrance gate to Lower Grove park. Each 
had a bullet wound i» the right temple. 
A note was pinned to the clothing of the 
man which read, "Good-bye to all. She 
shot herself and I shot myself." The 
bodies were identified as those of Delia 
Bowen, aged nineteen years, who lived at 


1047 Soulard street, and Joaeph Benisch, 
aged twenty-four years, pressman, who 
resided at 1813 South Eleventh street. 
The police regar j the tragedy as a case of 
murder and suicide, and are inclined to 
think Renisch killed the girl and himself 
as the result of a lovers quarrel. 


PROBABLY THREE LOST.

Place at Pittsfield Yesterday. 


In the firemen's muster at PittsBeld yes- 


terday North Adams men showed the 
very self-glorious a thing or two in hose 
racing. Of course they were not able to 
beat the Pecks who had the fast sprinters 
of the county, but they could have beaten 
the regular team and run three legged. 


The muster was a great day for Pitts- 


field. About 15,000 people were around 
and the spectacle was a brilliant one. 
Clapp's band and Continental drum corps 
came in for a great share of attention and 
praise. The band was given the honor 
of heading the second division and treated 
Pittsfield to some of the best band music 
it has heard since the band was down be- 
fore. 
The Springfield Republican pic- 


tures the hose races as follows: 


'A tremendous crowd gathered on 


upper North street soon after dinner to 
witness the hose races and other sports. 
The sun came in with everything else and 
humanity perspired freely. There were 
exasperating delays and it was difficult to 
get a clear course. Then there were pro- 
tests innumerable and everybody seemed 
to be irritated, the spectators owing to 
the tiresome wait and the contestants be- 
cause things were not just as they wished. 
The races were advertised to begin at 2 
and it was and hour and a half later when 
the first hose team, Hope company No. 1 
of Haydenville spun down the track and 
did its work in 51! seconds. There 
was cheering because the time was

hou" longer to get the crowd back and 
the Williamstown hose company into pos- 
ition and they made the run and coupling 
in 524 seconds. Then there came another 
very tedious "hang-about," and mean- 
while the smoke of steamers down toward 
the park drew the stragglers on the edge 
of the crowd and made things a little eas- 
ier. The next company to run was the F. 
B. Peck hose of Waterford, N. Y., and 
there was a great yell when their time 
was announced as 49 seconds.

Glimpses of the Country. How the Grand 


Army Was Received at Louisville. 


A Kentucky Barbecue. A

CINCINNATI, OHIO. 


DEAK TRANSCRIPT : When large masses 


of people are to be moved across the vast 
reaches of this great country and the 
railroads make wholesale rates for such 
transportation, the provident pater fami- 
lias, unblessed with much of this world's 
goods, casts about to see if peradventure 
the visit to loved ones a thousand miles 
away, which he so much desired to make 
but which the ordinary cost precluded, 
may not after all be possible/ A $15 rate 
to Louisville, Ky., and back, in company 
with the Grand Army men, decided us to 
put up with the inevitable.' discomfort 
attendant upon the inevitable delay 
characterizing all such great movements 
along the line of travel. 'Wetherefore 
booked for the Falls city, and, with 
sleeper engaged to Cleveland, left North 
Adams on Friday evening, September 16, 
cm a special an hour late to start with. 
At Buffalo we had lost another hour, but 
not our hope. There the Bleeping car 
porter told us we would stop bat a few 
minutes, and Comrade Tower, hungry, 
fearing he would get left if he visited the 
refreshment room for breakf tat, stuck to 
his car, still hungry and 1 jirsty. We 
stopped in that Buffalo sta ion an hour 
and a half. 


The ride to Cleveland is through a 


beautiful country largely given up to 
grape culture. Mile afi/er mile of vine- 
yards, the vines trained on wi^es between 
stakes and kept low, reminds; one of the 
wine regions of France and Germany. 


Cleveland, where we were due at 10.30 


a. m., was reached at 3.30 p. n)., and con- 
nection with Cincinnati lost; 
This en- 


tailed the necessity ofj waiting until S p. 
m. and another night ride. M,em. for trav- 
elers: avoid if possible a stay in the nasty, 
stinking waiting rooms of', the 
Lake 


Shore depot at Cleveland. 
These are 


rather strong* adjectives, but not as strong 
as the 6dor in this dingy depot. Nothing 
short of the "Ritarata" on an Italian rail- 
way line can compare with Hi 


What is more annoying ^to travelers 


than long waits when all seems ready for 
a start. At 8 we were hurried into the 
red-hot cars, the conductor swinging his 
lantern, cried "all aboard" arid we -were 
off for Cincinnati (?) Not much, we pull- 
ed out of the station, then backed in again 
and staid there an hour and a half before 
getting away. 


Cincinnati gave us a, warm reception! 


80° to 95° in the shade. The business part 
of the town lies along the Ohio river on 
a fairly level plateau a mile and a half 
wide, beyond which nature made a most 
disreputable job in settling its face. 
The 


land rises abruptly 500 feet or more and is 
broken into hills and gullies innumerable. 
Among these hills and gorges is the resi- 
ident part of the city, connected with 
the lower town by numerous electric car 
lines, among which ore the double trol- 
ley roads so ably described and generous- 
ly commeded by the late Engineer Locke, 
who was sent here by the Telephone peo- 
ple pending the opening of the electric 
line between Adams and North Adams; 
The unfinished work of leveling down 
bills and filling gullies gives many parts 
of the suburbs an unattractive appear- 
ance. Here is a beautiful street lined with 
fine residences, while a block or two away 
there looms up a pile of clay whose stra- 
tified layers of soil look like 
the 


brick ruins of the palaces of the Caesars 
in Borne. It will take a great many years 
to remove these unsightly mounds and 
give the suburbs anything like a finished 
appearance. 


Eden park is laid out among such hills 


and gorges. It is picturesque and affords 
a fine view of the river valley and the 
Kentucky hills, but for pleasure driving 
is about as teasible as the zig-zag road 
over Hooac mountain. 


In Eden park is the Art museum con- 


taining a very creditable beginning of an 
art collection. Here are the usual chalky 
casts of world-noted pieces of sculpture, 
a fine collection of pottery, including ele- 
gant examples of Kookwood work, lor 
which Cincinnati is famous, and a very 
good collection of engravings and paints 
ings, among which are a few old masters 
and several copies of noted pictures in the 
Louvre, Florence, Rome and Dresden 
galleries. Just now the museum is show- 
ing a choice collection of modern pic- 
tures, mostly French, loaned by wealthy 
New Yorkers. Among these I noticed a 
fine example by L'Hermitte, who painted 
the "Harvester's Pay Day," a noted pic- 
ture in the Luxembourg gallery, Paris, in 
which one of his figures is an excellent 
likeness of T. C. Phelps of Blackinton. 


On Wednesday we dropped down to 


Louisville, over the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad, a ride of 110 miles through Ken- 
tucky. For about eighty miles the coun- 
try is rather poor, broken and hilly, re- 
sembling, somewhat, parts of West Vir- 
ginii. The remaining thirty miles run 
through a splendid, r ch farming region 
devoted to grain, stock raising and grapes. 
Here many fine horses were seen in the 
fields. Scores of old mansions embowered 
in groves of oaks with the usual white-, 
washed fences and out-buildings gave evi- 
dence of thrift and tidiness. 


We reached Louisville in time to see the 


pathetic pageant of the annual review of 
the rapidly decimating ranks of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. It was a trying 
ordeal for the veterans, many of whom 
were bent under the weight of yearaand 
infirmity, to be obliged to march for miles 
with the mercury marking over 100 de- 
grees in the shade. A good many were 
overcome by the heat and cared for by 
the ambulance corps. The spirit and per- 
formance of the Louisville people have 


^rnade the veterans feel that they were 
"truly welcome on this their first flsit to a 


southern state fora re-union. 


The Louisville people provided a full 


week's entertainment tor their guests. 
One day was devoted to a genuine Ken- 
tucky barbecue, at which ICO oxen and 
sundry sheep were roasted, and hundreds 
pf gallons of burgoo, all trimmed and 
washed down with unlimited beer-and 


Kentucky sour mash, were served free to 
all. But what is "burgoo"? some one 
asks. Well, burgoo on a small scale is 
made by boiling together in a kettlo a fat 
ox, one or two lambs and pigs, and sundry 
bushels of potatoes, turnips, cabbages, 
beets, carrots, parsley, celery, okra and 
onions, with a suspicion of garlic, and a 
wisp each of thyme, tan-agon, summer 
savory, etc., for flavoring. It is a tooth- 
some dish as compounded by Bournais, 
the French chef from Lexington, tb« 
chief burgoo-master at all important fun- 
ctions of this kind held in Kentucky. 


We had the pleasure of attending a 


"Harvest Home Festival" in Newport, 
Ky. The exhibits, provided mainly by 
the ladies, were about the same in extent 
and character as one sees at the Wilming- 
ton, Vt., cattle show. The same anxious 
crowd of women always closely watching 
the judges awarding the prizes on bread 
was in evidence, and we beard such re- 
marks as "there Mary, they've cut your 
loaf," "well, she makes lovely salt 
risings," "I always use hop empties," etc. 
The chief features of the festival was the 
appearance of Joe Blackburn, United 
States senator from Kentucky, who is 
stumping the state, a free silver advocate 
on an honest money platform. 
Before 


his address the band played "America" 
"My Old Kentucky Home" and Dixie's 
Land," two Southern tunes to one North- 
ern. 
Blackburn, who is a, tine looking 


man, 
and a rattling stump orator, com- 


menced by saying it would be expected of 
him on such an occasion that he would 
discuss the political issues of the day; that 
there were present, doubtless. Repub- 
licans and hard money men with whr>ni 
he disagreed, but that he should be very 
careful to say nothing in his candid dis- 
cussion that would offend anybody. The 
fulfillment of this promise reminded me 
of the advice of the Irishman to his friend 
not to deal in invective, but to go aisy, 
"just call him a spalpeen, a vagabond and 
a thieving, murthering blaggard, but 
don't 
hurt 
his feelings." 
Senator 


Blackburn 
said 
the 
tariff question 


was settled permanently. That would 
give the country no further trouble. The 
only great national question lelt was the 
money question. He then launched into 
a savage attack on the congress that 
passed in 1873 the act demonetizing silver, 
and attributed to that action all the finan- 
cial woes that followed, the panics of 
73 and '03 included. He then made a 
characteristic southern setting for the 
Republican party, which, by a tew 
flashes of his sharp wit he showed up as 
our southern neighbors see it. He said if 
anybody under the sun could show him 
any man, woman or child, or horse, cat 
dog or mule who desired the passage of 
that act that demonetized silver he would 
do, for the balance of his life, the dirtiest, 
the lowest and the most disreputable 
thing it was possible for a Kentuckian 
to do—he would vote the Republican 
ticket. His personal friends present, a 
sort of body of hired clacquers. were im- 
mensely pleased at this sally, but there 
were evidently present among the farmers 
a good many who did not join in the 
merriment. As the success of politicians 
in the south depends largely on their 
personal following rather than on their 
politics, it is quite generally believed that 
Blackburn, who is popular, will succeed 
in his canvass, notwithstanding he is ap- 
parently in opposition to his party on the 
money question. 


I visited one of the public grammar 


schools of this city, where I found 1,000 
pupils, forty-five to sixty-flve in a room, 
housed in an old-time building heated by 
stoves, one in every room, and quite with- 
out adequate ventilation. The methods 
seem old. Mental arithmetic and techni- 
cal grammar appear to be the shibboleths, 
even in lower grammar grades, and each 
primary teacher has sixty or more pupils 
and no assistants. The city does not 
furnish free tezt books or supplies, and 
the first week of each ternTis lost in get- 
ting these things into the hands of the 
pupils. The tax on the poor for school 
books is a heavy burden. The master of 
this school mourned over these things, 
but he said the city built a railroad a few 
years ago and bonded itself for a good 
many millions, and therefore could not 
afford to make its schools what they 
should be. The evidence of the work of 
this railroad leech is, I suspect, also seen 
in the poorly lighted and exceedingly 
dirty streets of this city. 


The heat here during summer is terrible 


to a northerner. Week after week the 
thermometer is in the nineties with slight 
let-up at night. There are, however, 
compensations in the markets of the city. 
Many luxuries are cheap. Peaches cost 
|1.50 per bushel, nutmeg melons thirty to 
fifty cents a dozen, watermelons, five to 
ten cents, apples seventy-five cents a bar- 
rel, sweet potatoes and lima beans very 
cheap. The apple crop in Kentucky is 
enormous. 


Last week there met here the American 


Association for Municipal improvements, 
before which was read an important papef 
oa "Typhoid fever resulting from impure 
water supplied by cities and towns." The 
contention was that the prevalence of 
typhoid in cities is in proportion to the 
impurity of the water supply.

SHOT IN THE WOODS. 


A Man From Hoosac 
Tunnel 


Tells About Attempted 


Murder. 


THREE 
BULLET - HOLES 
IN 
IIIM. 


While Chopping Wood He Was Shot, He 


says. 
Thinks It Was a Jealous 


Man. The Story Very Shaky. 


Ho Will Not Talk. 


Charles LaMone came to Dr. Mignanlt'g 


oItice this morning from Hoosac Tunnel 
suffering from three bullet wounds, two 
in the head and one in the breast. The 
man was very reticent and little informa- 
tion regarding the Affair could be obtained 
fiom him. He says he was in the woods 
alone this morning chopping and was 
busily engaged at his work when he felt 
a blow on the side of his bead as if from a 
stone and almost simultaneously he heard 
a rifle report. There came two more 
such 
blows 
and 
at 
least 
two 


more reports. They came in rapid suc- 
cession ami took the man completely by 
surprise. As quick as he could recover 
from tbe shook he rushed forward to find 
his assailant. He saw the form of a man 
hastily retreating auionx the trees, but it 
wassofaraway.be could not distinguish 
who it was. Mr. LaMone then exam- 
ined himself, waabed some of the blood 
away and started out for this town fora 
doctor. 


Mr. LaMone says he is a Frenchman 


and has not 
lived many years in 


this country. 
He says he met a 


man at a dance last winter, who lives 
near where he was shot, and they quar- 
reled. He was asked if he had taken the 
other fellow's girl away from him and he 
said " there might be a little of that." 
Anything further he would not state. He 
was strongly of the opinion that silence 
about tbe matter was the best policy. 


The police were notified and Officer 


Hoxie interviewed the :aan at Dr. Mig- 
naulb's office. He was as dumb to the 
officer as to any others. There js some 
evidence that the shots were from a re- 
volver instead of a rifle. It is believed 
there were traces of powder found on the 
man's face which would indicate a greater 
nearness of his foe than his story supports. 
The man's reticence renders his story 
doubtful. 


The wounds are not dangerous. One of 


the holes was under tbe right eye, another 
was on the back of the head. From both 
of these the bullet had passed out. 
The 


third wound was on the left breast and 
the bullet could be seen from the outside 
of the clothing. The bullet embedded 
itself in the flesh over a rib and carried 
with it part of the shirts and necktie. 


If the man's story is true the case was 


an attempt at cold-blooded murder.

THE OUTLOOK IN STATE POLITICS. 


The republican caucuses have assisted 


In clearing the situation and revealing the 
fact that the A. P. A. strength has been 
greatly overestimated. Not only is it ap- 
parent that the majority of the rank and 
file of the republican party are not in 
sympathy with tea organization whose 
purpose is to proscribe men because of 
their religious belief, but it is evident that 
those republicans who are opposed to the 
un-American methods of this secret order 
have quite reached the lighting point. 
This is as It should be. 
A ny other result 


•would have been to the great discredit of 
the state. 


The only possible way for the Republi- 


can party to meet its new emergency lies 
in following the line of battle which Sen- 
ator Hoar has laid down. The Boston 
Transcript says with great truth:— 


The people of Massachusetts believe in 


fair play and do not propose to have their 
political affairs managed by any self- 
selected cabal, working in secret. Sena- 
tor Hoar and Gov. Greenhalge will gain 
immensely in general public esteem, not 
only for the courage with which they 
early grappled this sinister interloper in 
politics, but even for the enmity they 
have earned from those who would trans- 
form the Republican party inroan agency 
for propagating and enforcing the most 
illiberal sentiments. 


Happily the renomination of Governor 


Greenhalge is now fully assured, and this 
result should give new purpose and power 
to the opposition to the A. P. A. The 
Boston Record has been the earnest advo- 
cate of further Republican temporizing 
with the secret order, but Senator Hoar is 
a more far-sighted leader in this business 
than Mr. Barrett, as well as a much more 
unselfish adviser. Good government is 
not born of narrow fanaticism when 
allied with the self-seeking of cheap men, 
but it IB promoted by an open, constant, 
honest search after the men best fitted to 
fill our public offices. Let this ideal be 
lifted up and kept in the daylight. 


It looks as if the cause of better gov- 


ernment might make real headway in 
Massachusetts this fall. It is now settled 
that the contest for the governorship is 
to come between two good men, both fit 
for the office, the present executive and 
George Fred Williams, v, ho will receive 
the democratic nomination. We owe it 
to Mr. Williams' Springfield speech that 
the people are in a mood to insist that 
both parties shall name fit and proper 
candidates. 


This Democratic leadership is strikingly 


recognized in the Boston Journal, which 
peppers its editorial page with paragraphs 
in big black type, all on the line of Mr.

'crats." That is right. By all means 
give us a rivalry of that sort. The Repub- 
lican will gladly hold the hats of both 
contestants in such a fight as that—and 
then support the side which offers "the 
best." "Good nominations are more than 
'half the battle," further remarks the 
Journal. Right again. Ouce more says 
the Journal: "If an unworthy candidate 
'is defeated in the caucus, he can do the 
'party no serious harm. 
Republicans 


'should allow only trusted men to go upon 
'the ballots as their representatives." 


The more bugle calls of this sort we can 


hear In all the political camps this fall the 
better." The people of Massachusetts are 
as thorough believers in honest reform as 
can be found anywhere, once arouse them 
to the issue, and when Mr. Williams laid 
stress on the fact that the place to put 
reform is in our legislature, the self- 
evident fact struck home in a surprising 
•way. Let the good work go on. It will

PROPOSAL CAST ASIDE, 


One-Fifth Vote Would Not Satisfy the 


Empire State Democracy, 


Tammany Causes Bother of 


No Small Degree. 


Platform Endorses Cleveland and Calls For 


Sound Money and Home Rule. 


SYRACUSE, Sept. 26.— The Democratic 


convention has done its work and ad- 
journed. 
The State Democrats, angry nt 


being given only one-fifth represenwtion 
from Kew York city, marched out of tho 
hall amid cheers from'tho Tammany men 
at the deciiion and cries of derisioa from 
the spectators," benches. 


The ticket nominated was as follows: 


For secretary of slate, Horatio C. King of 
Kings; for attorney general, Nelson B. 
Chase of Alb.iny: for stuto treasurer, De- 
Witt Clinton Dow of Scuouarip; for comp- 
troller, John B. JJmlson of Montgomery; 
for state engineer, Bussell B. Stuart of 
Oaondaga. 


The Tammany men and the Graoe-Falr- 


child Democrats from New York city had 
a bad night of It. They fought their fight 
before the committee on contested scats 
until after midnight, and then, when the 
committee's verdict was learned, both 
were dissatisfied. The resolution adopted 
by the committee on credentials was as 
follows: 


Tammany Hall is entitled to recognition in 


all fixture conventions as regular, and its dele- 
gates are to be placed upon the preliminary 
and other rolls thereof, and in'-the appointment 
ot inspectors ot elections, the use Of the party 
emWeni'and in every other way in which the 
question of party organization may arise, said 
Tammany Hall organization shall be recog- 
nized and seated as the regular organization 
of the party in New York county, but in the 
interest of harmony at this time the commit- 
t«e recommends, subject to the aforesaid con- 
ditions, that the sitting delegates, as well as 
the delegates known as the 8t<tte Democracy, 
be admitted to the convention, with one-fifth 
of a vote to each Stats nomocracy delegate 
and four fifths of a vote to each Tammany 
Hall delegate. 


The first ballot was to allow the con- 


testants one-third representation. It was 
23 to 27 against. Senator Hill voted in 
tho negative. The next ballot was to al- 
low one-fifth. It was carried by a vote of 
S3 to 17. Senator Hill voted in the affirm- 
ative. 


Convention Proceedings* 


The state convention was called to ordc" 


at 11:26. and Permanent Chaiman Flower 
addressed the delegates. The ex-governor 
said he counted himself out of politics, 
but ho was too earnest a, Democrat to re- 
fuse the call of his partj if it needed his 
services on such art occasion as this. His 
addre.is was very lengthy. 


When the New York contest was reached 


the resolution as adopted in committee 
was read during intense quiet.

terson offered a resolution 
giving the 


County Democracy one-third representa- 
tion and Tammany two-thirds. 


Mr. Patterson appealed to the conven- 


tion to do justice to the New York con- 
testants.

Senator Guy and ex-Senator Grady of the 


New York Tammany delegates, spoke in 
favor of the Tammany side of theadispute. 


At 12:35 the vote was takea on the Pat- 


tef sop amendment placing the names of 
both delegations on the roil. It was lost. 
Then the question of adopting the report 
of the committee on credentials giving 
the contestants one-fifth representation 
was put and carried by a large affirmative 
vote.

Democracy's Bemandi. 


The plnttorm, which was adopted with- 


out debate, makes the following declara- 
tions of principles and poltcy: 


1. Home rule, the first essential condition of 


good municipal government; local jurisdiction 
and control ovnr purely local affairs; no legis- 
lative meddling. 


2. Ecpnomy in public expenses: no public 


money for private purposes or political jobs; 
strict audit of official expenditures. a low tax 
rate. 


3. Honesty in public office—no tainted legis- 
lators ; no corrupt traffic in legislation; clean 
men and free agents; no hypocrites. 


4. Equal and honest enforcement of all the 
laws: a proper observance ot a day of rest and 
an orderly Sunday; modification or repeal of 
laws unsupported by public opinion; no un- 
just sumptuary laws: no b)ue laws; recogni- 
tion of the fundamental American principle of 
freedom of conscience; name rule in excise as 
in other matters within reasonable limitations 
established to protect the interests of temper- 
ance and morality—and an amendment of the 
excise and other laws by the legislature of the 
fctate which shall permit each municipality ex- 
pressing ita sentiments by a popular vote of a 
majority of it< citizens to determine within 
such proper legislative restrictions as will be 
in the interests of the entires state, what may 
be required by its necessities and conditions. 


5. The attempts of prominent Republican 


politicians in the large cities of the state in 
repudiating their own platform are renewed 
evidence of their hypocrisy a^d dishonesty on 
the excise question. 


6. Equal taxation; no unjust discrimination; 


110 favored interest*; BO party legislation. 


7. Individual liberty; the right of all citizens 
to equal opportunities before the law; en.nal 
and exact justice to all men. 


8. Honest election:; compulsory official ac- 


counting of expenditures by politioal commit- 
tees, as well as candidates; personal registr- 
tiou of voters »a a safeguard against fraud. 


9. Practical and honest retorm in the civil 
service. 


ID. Intelligent and liberal promotion of agri- 
culture. 
11. Improved highways of travel throughout 


the state. 


12. Beneficial and needed legillatiou in the 
interests of labor. 
18. Federal taxation for revenue only; no 


government partnership with protested mo- 
nopolies; no meddling with the present re- 
formed tariff to the injury and unsettling of 
business and industries. 


14. Sound money; gold and silver the only 
legal tender; no currency inconvertible with 
coin; gradual retiiement and extinction of tho 
greenback currency; no free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. 


15. Strict construction of the federal consti- 


tution: rigid maintenance of the reserved 
rights of the states; no force bills. 


18. No entanrling alliance with foreign na- 
tions ; the vigorous enforcement of the Mon- 
roe doctrine; no jingoism. 


The planks of the platform on national 


affairs declared for sound money, taxation 
for revenue only, no entangling alliance 
nud endorsed the administration of Presi- 
dent Cleveland.

PRAISE FOR PEARY. 


His Discoveries Surpassed Those of Nansen 


and Nordenskjold. 


WASIUXCTON, Sept. 88.—General A. W. 


Greeley, the Arctic explorer, when asked 
how he regarded the various expeditions 
of Lieutenant Peary, replied: 


"That is somewhat of a difficult ques- 


tion to answer. It may not be satisfactory 
to some, that the courage and persever- 
ance of Lieutenant Peary have resulted In 
some of the moat brilliant geographical 
feats of late years. 


"His journey over the Greenfield, ice-cap 


far surpassed in extent ami discoveries the 
journeys of Nordenskjold and Nanseu 
upon the inland ice from «» to 1000 miles 
to tho south. From a geographical stand- 
point, the most important result has been 
the location of tho extreme coastline of 
northeast Greenland. 


"Peary's efforts, single-handed, have 


done more to outline the coast than the 
entire efforts of European travelers for a 
century past. He has reached a point 
more than 200 miles above the extreme 
north reached by the German explorers in 
1870. 


"The moct important scientific benefit 


derived from tha expedition is the ena- 
bling ot experienced American geologists 
to study on the spot the glacial conditions 
of Cftpe York region. The application of 
photography to this work has enabled 
Chamberlain and others to do more ex- 
tensive and important work in a tow 
weeks than their European predecessors 
could in as many months. The outcome 
of Chamberlain's studies must be of con- 
siderable importance from a geological 
standpoint. 


"From a standpoint of physical geogra- 


phy it is of very great interest to know 
that for the greater part of north Green- 
land is covered with an ice-cap thousands 
of feet in thickness." 


When asked if Peary's methods showed 


that the future of Arctic success depended 
on the use of very small parties, General 
Greeloy replied: "On the contrary, they 
emphasize the extrcma danger of auch 
operations with a very few men. A small 
party must always do the brilliant work, 
but it must be supported by a more ex- 
tensive party under a competent leader." 


Rose's Pedigree.

Convention In Chicago, 


Proposed 
Organization of 


Military Companies 


To Strike the Blow For Irish Independence 


When Called Upon. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—The delegates to the 


Irish convention were again iu session 
yesterday. Secretary Sutton read another 
batch of dispatches. Pour messages horn 
Belfast were fo the efleot that that city 
approved the convention. The temporary 
organization was made permanent and 
the election of permanent officers, resulted 
as follows: 


J. F. Finerty, chairman; J. P, Sutton, 


secretary; J. F. Keating, T. H. McGrcvy 
and J. O. Strain, assistant secretaries; 
J. M. Kennedy, Montana; C. D. O'Brien, 
St. Paul; C. F. Driscoll, New Haven; P. .1. 
Jvidije, Holyoke; Cornelius Harding, Pitts- 
burg, vice presidents. 


Any doubts as to the earnestness of the 


"new movement" toward freedom for Ire- 
land were sot at re.3fc when CUairmn.ii 
Finerty declared for an Irish-American 
standing army, which shall be ready to do 
battle for Ireland whenever opportunity 
may present itself. Tho boldness of the 
plan, as outlined by the speaker, created a 
sensation. 
The chairman's views met 


•with the hearty approval of the delegates. 
He outlined a plan by which young Irish- 
Americans ttoouehout the country shall 
be organized into military companies, 
which will, as a whole, constitute a stand- 
ing army tlmt may, at a proper time, 
strike for Irish liberty. 


Mr. Finerty's address was made after he 


had been chosen permanent chairman. 
He said "American papers question the 
prudence of holding tills convention and 
dictating to us a policy, and hoping we 
will do nothing to offend English senti- 
ment. What do we care for English senti- 
ment? We do not want to offend Ameri- 
can sentiment, nor French sentiment, nor 
Russian sentiment, but we want to offend

"We are here today to sound the death 


knell of Whiggcry in Irish politics. We 
Eland on our rights as a race t'> advocate 
the absolute independence of the land that 
gave us and our fathers life. Our friends, 
the editorial writers, may preach the doc- 
trines of prudence. I will remind my 
American editorial friends that when 
America had a grievance against England 
they did not stand on the order on which 
they threw the British tea chests into Bos- 
ton harbor. 


"The English press will say that W9 aro 


here for other purposes than the accom- 
plishment of the liberty of Ireland. It is 
physically and morally impossible for the 
English press to tell the truth. We do 
not care if we are to be beset by whole bat- 
talions of English spies. 
We do not care 


if all Scotland Yard was within hearing 
tonight, because we are meeting in public 
and with an avowed purpose." 


Continuing, the speaker said: "We are 


here to institute the sympathy of th» 
whole world to our cause. We are here to 
encourage the enlistment of young Irish- 
men, whether in independent or regular 
battalions, to be ready when the time 
comes." 


Mr. Finerty, having thus outlined the 


cause and' purpose of the meeting, con- 
cluded with a ringing peroration that 
brought the audience to its feet again and 
again. The close of the speech produced a

Bossa was given an ovation when he
